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CAMP COUNSELLORS AND THE A.H.S.A. 








No horseman, no matter how absorbed he may be in making that 
quick dollar, should forget that the entire future of his business de- 
pends on developing in the next generation a love of horses. This, of 
course, is one of those obvious statements that everyone will agree 
with and so few people will do anything about. We are doing some- 
thing about it with Pony Clubs, childrens’ classes at horse shows, jun- 
ior hunts and similar activities. But we are not doing nearly enough for 
our own future, whether our particular interest is flat horses, steeple- 
chasers, stallions, brood mares, show horses, hacks or ponies. 

One of the fields in which we fall down is summer camps. Most 
of our children during school months carry a schedule crammed, not 
only with lessons, but with all sorts of extra-curricular activities that 
leave all too little opportunity for riding. In summer things are better ; 
children have the time for riding if they can be given the opportunity. 
And since so many of them now go to summer camps the riding in- 
struction given at these institutions becomes of particular importance. 

The riding counsellor is the backbone of camp instruction. The 
camps which feature riding depend upon them to assist the head in- 
structor, The camps which include riding among other activities de- 
pend upon them entirely. These counsellors are usually between 17 
and 22, boys and girls still in school and college who enjoy riding and 
camp life, who have had excellent instruction and plenty of practical 
experience, much of it in the show ring; who like working with child- 
ren; and who welcome an opportunity to spend their summers this 
way with all expenses paid. The $50 or $75 additional which they re- 
ceive for their summer’s work serves to pay for their clothes and 
transportation. 

Unfortunately we have a major stumbling block when it comes 
to securing these counsellors which are so badly needed for the sake 
of our children’s riding. This is the rule of the American Horse Shows 
Association which declares that they become professionals by engag- 
ing in this work and so cannot ride in amateur classes in horse shows. 
A great number of potential counsellors, in fact the group which we 
would particularly like to have associated with our children, thus be- 
come unavailable. In another column appears a most illuminating 
letter on the situation. 

Until 1948 accepting remuneration of any kind for teaching did 
not make a person a professional. In that year, however, the A.H.S.A. 
ruled that ‘‘a person is a professional who is hired in the exclusive 
capacity of riding instructor, such as at asummer camp”. Presumably 
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one could get around the rule by 
also teaching some other subject. 
In 1952 it was tightened up by a 
clause saying that amateurs can- 
not accept remuneration of any 
kind “‘directly or indirectly’. The 
1955 Rule Book appears to go 
back to the 1948 status, 

The primary purpose of the 
American Horse Shows Associa- 
tion is to encourage increased par- 
ticipation in horse shows. That is 
why it has an amateur rule, so as 
to encourage amateurs to show. 
All of us want to support the 
A.H.S.A., to conform to the spirit 
as well as to the letter of its rules, 
not to get around them. We have 
now had seven years in which to 
try out and evaluate the rule con- 
cerning camp counsellors. In our 
opinion it has not in practice en- 
couraged increased participation 
in horse shows. It has taken out 
of competition in amateur classes 
a considerable number of riders 
who wanted to teach at camps 
more than they wanted to ride in 
these classes. Much more import- 
ant it has and is continuing to 
keep away from camps far too 
many of the counsellors which are 
so much needed to instruct child- 
ren so that they can ride in horse 
shows. 

We believe that a re-examina- 
tion of the rule before the publi- 
cation of the next Rule Book is in 
order.

*Heliopolis’ Sons Helioscope, High Gun Duel For 
The Belmont Suburban Handicap

The thing about going around to differ- 
ent tracks to watch their big races is that 
you run into people like Mr. Brownie 
Leach, who is a large and affable fellow, 
except when he catches somebody trying 
to beat his way into the Churchill Downs 
pressbox on Derby Day. 

At such a time, he breathes fire in- 
stead of bourbon. 

During open seasons for Kentucky 
Derbies, he is kept in a small cell un- 
derneath the grandstand. From there he 
sends out hourly bulletins regarding the 
shipments of horses, opinions of trainers 
and objectives of owners. He takes up 
and solves the problems of hundreds 
of newspapermen, radio and TV people 
and photographers and somehow keeps 
his head while those about him are doing 
their best to drive him nuts. 

When Churchill’s spring meeting is 
over and the old track is put back into 
moth balls, Brownie is allowed to come 
out and play with the other kids. With 
his shackles off, he is likely to show up 
at Pimlico or Belmont Park, or almost 
any place where important horses are 
getting together. 

It’s sort of a mountain-and-Mohamme .:: 
situation—if the sports writers won’t go 
to Mr. Leach, he’ll go to them. 

Being gregarious and loquacious he 
finds somebody else’s horse park a grand 
place to mix and talk, and being an in- 
defatigable press agent, he talks about 
Churchill Downs—and on his own time. 

“We have at Churchill,” says Brownie, 
a man who could be a successful column- 
ist, because he has a natural gift of ex- 
pression and comes up with gems of 
humor that would make anybody in the 
world laugh—even Northerners. His 
name is Clint Burke.” 

Brownie goes on to explain that when 
Churchill Downs closes for the year, in- 
tense pressure is put on by the account- 
ing department to get all business closed 
out, all bills paid and everybody cleane‘! 
up and ready to go. 

Also, each bit of bookkeeping routine 
must be executed in traditional manner, 
vouchers must accompany all invoices; 
every bill must be initialed properly. 
There are no exceptions in any case. 

This practice of meticulously adhering 
to form, brought forth what Mr. Leach 
considers one of Mr. Burke’s bonniest 
(Mr. Leach is Scotch) of bon mots. 

“Brownie,” Mr. Burke observed, in 
what seemed to be a change of subjects, 
“with all this talk about hydrogen bombs 
and atom bombs, building cellars and 
shelters is a lot of wasted time. You 
know where’s the safest place in the 
country in case of bomb attack?” 

_ “Where?” Mr. Leach inquired, startled 
into responding by the abruptness of the 
question. 

“Why, right here in Churchill Downs.” 

“How come?” 

“Well, if they drop that atom bomb 
here and it don’t have a voucher on it, 
they won’t let it in.”

May 30. The Suburban Handicap, 69th 
running, 1% miles, 3-year-olds and up. 
Net to winner, $61,150. 

There will ‘be no Handicap Triple 
Crown winner in New York this season. 
The imaginary diadem was thought up 
a couple of years ago and hooks up the 
Metropolitan, Suburban and Brooklyn 
Handicaps. After High Gun won the 
Metropolitan in sensational fashion, the 
Suburban seemed to be at his mercy, 
even with 133 pounds up—if the wager- 
ing is any indication. 

The King Ranch colt went postward at 
7 to 10. He turned in a grand perfor- 
mance, but he couldn’t give away five 
pounds to the classy Helioscope. 

With Boulmetis and enough lead to 
make his impost 128, Helioscope sprinted 
into an early lead, and High Gun took 
out after him. Almost from the start, the 
race was between the pair. After a half 
mile in :4745, the bay son of *Heliopolis 
(Helioscope) was a length in front of the 
brown male child of the same stallion 
(High Gun). At the mile, they were to- 
gether. High Gun had his head in front 
with an eighth to go. 

The duel continued right down to the 
wire, with Helioscope holding his pace, 
and High Gun faltering slightly, while 
irreparable damage was done to aortas 
of hundreds of spectators. 

Subahdar was third and Mark-Ye-Well 
fourth, after holding those positions 
most of the trip. Neither did anything to 
worry the riders of the top two. 

The margin at the wire was a head in 
favor of Helioscope. Witnesses declared 
it had been the race of the century, just 
as they had pronounced the contest be- 
tween Nashua and Summer Tan in the 
Wood, several weeks before. 

The property of William Helis, Jr.. 
Helioscope brought his 1955 earnings to 
$136,650. He has won 4 of his 5 starts. 
All wins have been in stakes. Besides 
the Suburban he has scored in the South- 
ern Maryland, Valley Forge and Massa- 
chusetts Handicaps. He finished third in 
the Campbell Memorial. 

In ’54, he won the Olympic, Ben Frank- 
lin and Trenton Handicaps and the Pim- 
lico Special, putting up a record of 9 
wins. 3 seconds and earnings of $190,925 
in 14 starts. 

Howard Hausner trains the four-vear- 
= colt. Miss Margaret Woolwine bred

June 4. The Peter Pan Handicap. 16th 
running, 1% miles, 3-year-olds. Net to 
winner, $22,450. 

Nowadays, when Nance’s Lad is run- 
ning in Maryland, the programs list him 
as the property of the Everglades Stable. 
This outfit belongs to Mr. Hilton A. Dab- 
son and Mr. C. J. Caithness; when the 
son of Slide Rule—Nance’s Ace, by Case 
Ace runs in New York, he functions in 
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Mr. Dabson’s name only. This is because 
of a New York rule about partnerships 
and aliases, that provincial minds find 
difficult to grasp. 

Under anybody’s name, Nance’s Lad 
does rather well. He took the Swift in 
April, ran second in the Withers and per- 
formed formfully in the Peter Pan to 
hang that scalp to his surcingle. 

It wasn’t exactly a runaway race, but 
it could have been if Jockey Choquette 
had chosen to make it so. Reserved back 
of the early pace for four furlongs, he 
went up to the leaders, took over before 
reaching the three-eighths pole and gal- 
loped out to win by 4% lengths. 

Clearwater Stable’s Portersville was 
second most of the way and C. V. Whit- 
ney’s Little Dell was third for the last

Shipboard Has Easy Win In The Meadow Brook 
Steeplechase Piloted by Jockey A. Foot

Shipboard scored an easy victory in the 
$10,000 added two and a half mile Mea- 
dow Brook Steeplechase Handicap on 
Thursday, June 2nd, leaving in his wake 
Curly Joe, Neji and Beaupre in that or- 
der. A grandson of Man o’War on both 
his sire’s and dam’s side, and bearing a 
striking resemblance to his sire, Battle- 
ship, Montpelier’s chestnut gelding took 
the last fence in good fashion, and then 
raced up the stretch to the wire in a 
manner that gave the impression that 
here was a horse that had beaten his 
competition, and was running for the 
sheer pleasure of it. 


Six horses faced the barrier in the Mea- 
dow Brook, and pre-race calculations 
figured the pace to be slow for the first 
turn, which as a matter of fact was the 
case. Charles Stitzer’s *Another Hya- 
cinth went to the front, with Manton 
Metcalf’s Beaupre pressing the pace. 
Down the far side the first time, the 
Stitzer gelding was in the clear most of 
the way, but as the field rounded into 
the front side the first time, Beaupre anu 
*Another Hyacinth raced stride for stride 
with Neji closest, then Curly Joe and 
Shipboard together and Jam trailing the 
field after fencing poorly at the fourth 
and fifth. At the front field liverpool, 
Albert Foot moved Shipboard into third 
position, but out in front the two pace- 
makers held a commanding lead. Round- 
ing into the far side the last time, the 
inconsistent Beaupre started to drop 
back, while Shipboard, with Curly Joe 
started to move up. At the twelfth jump, 
*Another Hyacinth took off with about a 
length advantage, but when he landed, 
he found himself in third position as both 
Shipboard and Curly Joe went by him. 
For the next fence or two, the race gave 
real promise of a contest between Ship- 
board under 156 lbs., and Curly Joe, also 
a five-year-old, but in receipt of 25 lbs., 
from the winner, but as these two round 
ed into the far turn, it was just a ques- 
tion of how far—i he stood up,—for 
Shipboard was not fencing in a manner 
to inspire all out confidence. Meanwhile, 
Neji, equal in weight with Shipboard, was 
being punished by Dooley Adams, but the 
Phipp’s gelding responded sluggishly, and 
although he started to run a little around 
the last turn, it was too late. Out in 
front, Shipboard seemed a bit careless at 
both the 15th and the last fence, but in 
between fences gave no doubt as to his 
ability. As they crossed the wire, his 
winning margin was six lengths, with 
Neji another fifteen lengths behind Curly 
Joe. Thirty lengths further back, Beau- 
pre garnered fourth money. three lengths 
in front of a very tired *Another Hya- 
cinth. Jam, after fencing erratically, lost 
his rider at the thirteenth fence. 


Time for the two and a half miles was 
a modest 4:44%5, a little more than five 
seconds off the track mark. 


Shipboard’s record in the past two 
years is a rather interesting one. In 1954 
he went postward nine times, winning 
six of these, falling on two occasions and 
being beaten by King Commander in the 
other start. In his first start in 1954 he 
beat King Commander, and in their next 
encounter, it might be said that he was 


jumped down, although he held an ad- 


vantage, but King Commander, close on 
his heels at the time, appeared the 
stronger when the fall occurred. These 
two races occurred at Belmont, and it 
was not until Saratoga that they met 
again. Shipboard, then a four-year-old 
was the victor on one occasion, and King 
Commander, then a _ five-year-old won 
the other. In the fall of 1954, Ship- 
board won the National, in which King 
Commander fell, and ten days later, King 
Commander won the Gwathmey, when 
by perverse fates, Shipboard fell. 


In 1955, both fell in the International 
Steeplechase, when in a contending posi- 
tion, but Shipboard, with now another 
year added to his age and experience, 
gives the impression of being a “solid 
citizen”. 

The question of superiority between 
these two will remain an unanswered 
question for some time, for the Walsh- 
Troiano gelding, after a hard fall in the 
International, appeared to be mending 
well, but a few days prior to the Meadow 
Brook, on the advice of the veterinarian, 
King Commander will be given a rest 
until late summer. 


Getting back to Meadow Brook, the big 
disappointment of the race was Neji. 
With more than an idle claim to top 
honors, Neji won the International. Prior 
to this, he had failed to respond properly 
in the Corinthian (on hard going), but in 
the Meadow Brook, on a soft course, he 
had no excuse. Appearing a little sore 
in the paddock, Neji was asked the ques- 
tion by Dooley Adams and would not ex- 
tend himself, leaving the suspicion that 
something bothers him. 

Earlier in the week, Mickey Walsh sent 
out the veteran Repose, which galloped 
along in a steady fashion in a two mile 
chase under really sloppy conditions, 
overhauled the apparent winner in the 
stretch, Swords Point, and then went 
on to score by two. Swords Point the 
runner-up, was half a dozen lengths in 
front of Cherwell, with Goose Bay a 
fairly close up fourth. The time of 
4.02%5 attested to the condition of the 
course. The nine-year-old, Alphabetical, 
which many will remember some years 
ago racing for the late Mrs. F. Ambrose 
Clark, came a cropper at the eighth 
fence, and was badly enough injured to 
make this his last race. 

On Wednesday, June Ist, the first 
three-year-old race of the year was run 
over the mile and a half hurdle course, 
and the easy winner, was Mrs. Ogden 
Phipps’ Anacostia which is jointly own- 
ed with William Woodward, Jr. Ridden 
by Dooley Adams, Anacostia was sent to 
the front shortly after the break, escaped 
some of the rough going which happened 
behind him and scored by six lengths. 
King Gavin was next, a length and a half 
in front of Spit ’n Polish, which was 
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played down to 8 to 5 favoritism, but 
which had rough going for most of the 
trip.

Paddy Smithwick was aboard 
tne second horse, Arcadia Stable’s Caste, 
trained by Mikey Smithwick, and there 
were a number of steeplechase horsemen 
who were hoping for a victory for this 
one, as a sort of wedding present for 
young Smithwick, who was married on 
oaturday to Dorothy Fred. 


Belmont’s fifth week of racing was 
highlighted in the infield by the spark- 
ling victory of John M. Schiff’s Carafar 
in the Belmont Spring Maiden. Making 
his second start ot the year, and his sec- 
ond win, Schulhofer guided the French 
import to a half length victory over Mrs. 
Ogden Phipps’ Ancestor. Behind these 
two were perhaps the strongest field to 
have faced the barrier in the sixteen run- 
nings of the Spring Maiden. Carafar, a 
five-year-old, carried 153 lbs.; while An- 
cestor, a year his senior, and by virtue 
of his score in the Charles L. Appleton, 
was under 162 lbs. Nonetheless, these 
two engaged in a bitter two horse duel 
for the final mile of the race, and crossed 
under the wire with the time of 3:4135, 
which is good enough to win two mile 
steeplechases at Belmont almost any day 
of the year. Oleg Dubassoff, who condi- 
tions Carafar, did an outstanding job 
with this horse, and from the manner in 
which the horse has won his two starts 
this year, he appears a really top jumper. 


Earlier in the week Blue Run Farm’s 
four-year-old filly Martingle scored a 
narrow decision over Danny Boy 2nd, in 
a claiming race over hurdles which saw a 
bit of crowding on the final turn from a 
loose horse. Albert Foot had the leg up, 
and was on the outside of three horses 
when the crowding occurred. Although 
Martingle was bumped, she held on game- 
ly to get the judges eye by a head. 


On Tuesday May 24th, Mrs. M. G. 
Walsh’s Secant went off at 45¢ on the 
dollar, and when Paddy Smithwick said 
go, that was all there was to it, the Some 
Chance—Segula gelding (a half brother 
te Nashua), drew out to win by twenty 
five lengths.

I hate the oldie “I told you so” but 
really most of us in Ireland are now con- 
vinced that the Belmont ’Chase experi- 
ence has been a failure. Apart from the 
fact that our best, or second best, did 
not travel, any of our chasers would be 
unsuited, at such short notice, to Ameri- 
can fences. English and Irish horses are 
trained to “jump” fences. American 
horses brush through them at full tilt, 
thus gaining precious seconds each time. 
I have seen several American-breds un- 
der the reverse disability over English 
fences. It is about time we faced up to 
facts. Most of the Belmont Park specta- 
tors did not understand the difference, 
I feel sure, and, to be frankly critical, 
the organisers should have had better 
vision in this matter.

Oxmoor Hunt Meeting 





Despite the Mud, Ginny Bug Wins Feature Event 
Reynoldstown Turns in Top Performance

Before a hard but decidedly wet core 
of die-hard customers, Harry S. Nichols’ 
Ginny Bug took the Oxmoor Steeplechase 
on the Bullitt estate near St. Matthews, 
Ky., on May 28. This makes her the only 
horse to twice win this feature which had 
its 11th running over a course in which 
casual water was sometimes hock-deep. 
Rain fell continuously from just after 
the bugle for the first race until about 
halfway through the feature event, last 
race on the seven-race card. 

It is hardly possible to indulge in fur- 
ther encomiums on this mare, since this 
witness has seen her start 12 times in 
the past two years, win 10, place once 
and run fourth once. However, her last 


effort proves one thing hitherto undemon- 
strated; this is that she can run in the 
mud, and jump likewise. She turned in 
a faultless performance in both depart- 
ments, in footing which slapped down two 
competent competitors. She also took the 
measure of Mrs. Paul Dent’s Jarrin John, 
heretofore regarded as something to 
watch, especially when it comes up mud, 
which it did today, just like Burma. 
However, the 11th running of the Ox- 
moor was not the best race of the day, 
in the opinion of discriminating obser- 
vers. This was the Oldham County 
Hounds’ Hunter Race, at about three 
miles over timber, in which all six start- 
ers finished, with Mr. Tommy Rankin,

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of Versailles, Ky., doing a clever job of 
riding to bring ‘his veteran Reynolds- 
town in several lengths ahead of Cari 
Berger’s Sandy W., with Mr. Carter Wil- 
kie Brown. 

In the opening race of the day, for 
ponies 12-2 and under, nine entries went 
to the post against a backdrop of thun- 
der, lightning and rain. About the only 
thing missing was Wagner music and 
customers. Winner was a Valkyre named 
Cecilia Aubrey, with a friend named 
Danny. She was followed not too far back 
by Smoky, ridden by Norvell Walhen, Jr., 
reportedly a relative of the present presi- 
dent of the Association of Racing Com- 
missioners, who huddled in a raincoat 
with Roscoe Goose and Almond Cooke, 
on the placing judges’ throne at the finish 
line. It is of interest to note here that a 
starter named Sunlight finished out of 
the money. 

First sanctioned race of the day, the 
Maiden Brush, for non-winners of two 
over brush, brought out only four en- 
tries. These were Ed Lotze’s Local Run, 
with Mr. Rankin, A. D. Plamondon III's 
Menippus (the spelling is correct), with 
Mr. Carter, Wilkie Brown, H. M. Rhett, 
Jr’s., Port Call, with Mr. Allen Dufton, and 
Mr. William D. Hail’s Mountain Blue, 
with Mr. Marshall O. Buder. 

The first fence disposed of Mountain 
Blue and Mr. Buder, and the fifth did 
likewise for Port Call and Mr. Dufton, 
who apparently just missed a broken 
collar-bone in a nasty fall. Thereafter, 
it was a match race, with the superior 
ability of the towering Local Run to 
pick ‘em up and out of the mud telling 
the tale by three lengths 

Ensued then the race for ponies 14- 
and under, at about four furlongs. Here 
leading all the way with her Jubilee, by 
Arab’s Arrow, was “Missy Martin, just like 
last year. Jubilee’s dam was also in the 
race. With characteristic maternal self- 
effacement, she ran dead last. 

At about this time, some official mildly 
suggested that it might be well, what 
with this weather, to call off the meeting 
The suggestion met with loud snorts from 
other enthusiasts, already as wet as they 
could get, anyhow. One ex-hardboot, who 
had pelted into the rains of Sheepshead 
Bay and wiped the mud of Latonia from 
his eyes more than once in days past 
remarked affrontedly that this was no 
trotting track, or yet even a horseshow. 
So the proceedings proceeded. 

Second on the day’s sanctioned races 
The Colonel, at about one mile over turf 
and a few water jumps not put there by 
the Grounds Committee, brought out six 
starters. Here occurred one of those tac- 
tical snafus, not exactly strangers to 
either amateur or professional racing, but 
which will bring reminiscent smiles to 
the few witnesses in years to come. 

Besides Dr. John Youmans’ Storm On 
Paul Cramer’s Lady Reward, Thomas 
Rankin’s Bertarrow and P. T. Cheff’s 
Lassy Ba’r were entered Mr. Calvin 
Houghland with his famous and power- 
ful Ocean Drive, and Mr. Guilford Dud- 
ley. Jr., with his Navy Fighter, winner 
of his last two starts in similar events 
Each had definitely decided to watch the 
other. Both apparently overlooked th: 
fact that there were four other horses 
in the race, including Lassy B’ar ridden 
bv Mr. Marshall O. Buder, he of the cher- 
ubie countenance and cold blue eyes, 
who is known to everybody, except pos- 
sibly his mother, as Mo 

Mr. Buder’s idea seemed to be to win 
races, regardless of who else is entered. 
So after a brief flurry by Storm On, and 
while the two main contenders were 
watching each other and getting the race

run in trotting horse time (2:04), he set 
Lassy B’ar down about two lengths from 
home and scooted in a half-length ahead 
of Ocean Drive, which happened to be 
leading at the moment. Mr. Houghland 
beat Mr. Dudley, and Mr. Dudley beat 
three horses. The whole thing must have 
been a staggering experience to Lassy 
B’ar, accustomed as she is to seeing the 
finish line with several horses’ rear ends 
disappearing under it. 

The Oldham County Hounds’ Timber 
Race went off to a good start with six en- 
tries, all of which stood up like little men 
and finished well. The excellence of this 
race is a commentary on the reawakened 
interest which this typically American 
form of racing over jumps now has in the 
Midwest circuit. 

Leader over the first fence was Mr. 
Howard Tilson, with his Rich Lark, fol- 
lowed in order by Mr. Paul Cramer with 
his Black Bijili, Mr. Buder with Robert 
E. L. Wilson’s Hi Team, Mr. Philip Sch- 
neider with John Clippinger’s Donegal, 
Mr. Rankin with his Reynoldstown and 
Mr. Carter Brown with Carl Berger's 
Sandy W. 

The last named. however, shortly plied 
himself to get on top, with Hi Team in 
hot pursuit, but not hot enough, while 
Mr. Tilson kept Rich Lark in good posi- 
tion and Reynoldstown bided his time. 
Mr. Cramer meanwhile had dropped 
Black Bijili back to trail, after she had 
rapped a fence pretty thoroughly, and 
began bringing her on smartly for the 
final stages. 

After they had passed the halfway 
mark, Mr. Rankin let out a cautious notch 
on Reynoldstown, so that he clipped off 
horses at the rate of about a horse a 
fence, until he was up to challenge Sandy 
W.. which did not seem to have the 
gas left for a final effort. Black Bijili got 
into the place spot and stuck there. By 
the penultimate fence, Reynoldstown 
had Sandy W. by parts of a length and 
improved his lead to win by two. Weigh- 
ing in, all riders were at least two pounds 
over what they had taken out:—rain- 
water and mud. 

Last unsanctioned race of the day was 
the Ladies’ Flat Race. For easily und-

For the final and feature event, with 
tive starters, Ginny Bug did not run her 
usual type of race, probably because the 
early pace was not as fast as usual. She 
was never worse than third for the whole 
trip; having once gained the lead, she 
was briefly headed by Jarrin John, at a 
most critical moment. 


Early pace was made by Dr. Youmans’ 
Storm Hour, with Mr. Schneider, but he 
commenced to tire in about the last half- 
mile, and fell heavily over the 13th. He 
was followed into the mud by Guilford 
Dudley, Jr’s. Heres Why, which had been 
raced carefully by Mr. Jones and fell over 
the 14th while commencing to move up. 
The Deacon, in other meetings a serious 
contender, had his threat blunted by a 
slipping saddle, which put Mr. Rankin 
in such a position that, had there been a 
fourth finisher, it would have been hard 
to tell which horse he was riding. 


HUNT MEETINGS 


There was some talk of a protest fol- 
lowing the Oxmoor running. The pro- 
test never reached the stewards, since 
both owner and rider declined to push 
the matter. The suspicion of foul riding 
may have originated in the fact that the 
stretch at Oxmoor has a sort of dog-leg 
about forty yards from the wire: it 
turns slightly to the left. A horse passing 
this turn, viewed from the boxes, seems 
to be boring in. Such, however, was not 
the case, and a protest on this score 
would have been a fruitless waste of 
time. 

Stewards were Brig. Gen. William H. 
Wood, W. Marshall Bullit, Col. Thomas 
J. Johnson and W. Fauntleroy Pursley, 
MFH Iroquois, Starter. unassisted was 
Col. Earl F. Thomson. He was, however, 
materially assisted by Mrs. Elizabeth 
Shwab, who volunteered her station wa- 
gon to get the official from start to start. 
With Bryon Hilliard and Robert E. Lee 
Wilson in the back seat for ballast and 
emergency motive power, this expertly 
piloted vehicle safety negotiated the 
rocks and shoals in the near-lake which 
the Oxmoor course became.

A band of Comanches, under their 
chief, Mulla-que-top, some years ago 
camped near Fort Chadbourne, in Texas, 
with their ponies and challenged the 
American officers to a race day. 

Some of the officers were particularly 
keen horsemen, several owning blood 
horses, and the speed of each was known 
almost to a foot. 

After a few days manoeuvring, a match 
was arranged between the garrison’s 
third best horse and an Indian pony over 
400 yards 

The Indians betted robes, plunder of 
all kinds, money, flour, sugar and half 
their ponies on the result of the race. 

At the appointed time the whole In- 
dian tribe, solemn-faced, and in their 
ceremonial robes and paint, assembled 
with the garrison officers at the track. 

The Indians produced their race horse 

a miserable sheep of a pony, with legs 
like churns and three-inch coat of rough 
hair stuck out all over the body. His 
appearance of neglect and patient suffer- 
ing brought comments from all the Ame- 
rican officers. The Indian rider was a 
stalwart warrior of 170 lbs. looking big 
enough to carry the pony on his should- 
ers if necessary. He was armed with a 
great club, with which he waddied the 
miserable animal from start to finish. 

To the astonishment of all the whites, 
the forlorn-looking pony darted away 
from the American blood-horse at the 


crack of a gun and fought him off all 
the way home to win by a length. 


The startled Americans—determined to 
win back what they had lost and a bit 
more besides—proposed another race 
against the best horse in the garrison. 


The Indians looked the horse over, and 
to the Americans’ relief, agreed. 


The bets were doubled, and in less 
than an hour the second race was won 
by the same sheep of a pony, after an- 
other mad scramble to the winning post 
—a length ahead of the American horse. 


Amid a great deal of cursing, the Ame- 
ricans proposed a third race and brought 
to the ground next day a magnificent Ken- 
tucky mare, of the finest Lexington blood, 
and known to beat the best of the others 
by at least 40 yards in 400. 


The Indians not only accepted the race 
but doubled the bets again and piled on 
everything they could lay their hands on. 

The riders mounted, the word was 
given, the Indian gave a whoop, at 
which the sheep-like pony pricked up his 
ears and went away like the wind—al- 
most two feet to the mare’s one. 

Fifty yards from the winning post the 
Indian rider threw away his club, swung 
round to face the pony’s tail and exult- 
antly beckoned the rider of the mare 
to make a race of it. 

It was not until months later that a 
chance remark by an Indian horse-dealer 
revealed the pony was a famous trick- 


and-straight-race-pony, celebrated among 
all the tribes of the south. It had never 
been beaten in any sort of event over 400 
yards. 

When the Comanches arrived at Fort 
Chadbourne, they had just returned from 
a visit to the Kickapoo tribe, where they 
had won 600 ponies in races against the 
animal.

Well, with the U. S. Inter-Branch Pony 
Club Rally not far away and the Canadian 
tollowing right after it, to which some 
of the American branches will send 
teams, the Inter-Branch one day event 
staged on May 14th by the Eglinton Hunt 
branch in Toronto was mighty interest- 
ing. 

it was in a way a preview of what On- 
tario Branches will have at the Canadian 
Kally at Mont Gabriel, Quebec. The same 
dressage tests were used as have been 
circulated for both the U. S. and San- 
adian Rallies. The Stadium Jumping 
course was a good one—not demanding 
for C’s but a good one for B’s and A’s— 
and in both instances time had to be 
taken on the 2nd jump-off to decide the 
ribbon winners. As ribbons were award- 
ed for each phase, besides for the com- 
bined score, the cross-country phase 
omitted all roads and trails and was over 
the outside hunter course of about %4 
mile. This included a ditch with room to 
land, but not stride, before a low rail on 
the top of a slope; also a drop jump 
down and the reverse up farther along 
the ridge, plus the usual wall, stump 
fence, chicken coops, pen jump, etc., 12 
obstacles in all. Time allowed was 2 
minutes and 33 seconds with bonus marks 
for speed for A’s and B’s to 2:15; but no 
additional bonus marks beyond this. The 
cross-country for C’s was shorter and 
missed out the more difficult jumps. 

The C’s did fairly well on their cross- 
country, but even with a much reduced 
course in the stadium jumping to that 
for the more advanced riders, the differ- 
ence in grades was very apparent. The 
C’s as a group decidely lacked judgement 
in that most of the run-outs could have 
been avoided if horses had been present- 
ed at their fences better. All too many 
C’s raced around the top corner with 
the result that horses missed the second 
element of the in and out or more likely 
the first, as this obstacle was set on a 
diagonal not out on the rail. The ”’s 
and A’s on the other hand, as a group. 
did very well over a not easv course of 
3°6” jumps including the Irish Bank, 
which incidently caused no trouble to 
anyone including the Londoners who 
have no such obstacle at home. The jumps 
were raised for the jump-off and a 2nd 
jump-off was required where time was 
taken to separate the 3 horses which 
cleared all again. 

The cross-country for B’s and A’s was 
quite thrilling with some splendid riding, 
very often much faster than the limit on 
which bonuses could be made, but never 
the less ridden with very good judge- 
ment as to the numerous turns which had 
to be made. 

The Dressage was run off simultaneous- 
ly for novice and advanced so unfortun- 
ately, as the judge of the C’s, I had no 
chance to see the B’s and A’s perform. 
A few remarks may help C’s in their en- 
deavors on this test. For the most part 
I think the C’s at the One Day Event 
knew what they should do but in the ex- 
citement and tenseness of competition 
thought only of memorizing the course 
end not of getting the best performance 
out of their horses and ponies. They 
were good on the memory work as very 
few lost the way, but also very few were 
able to show any distinction between the 
ordinary trot and the strong one and the 
same for the canter. Most, even if mount- 
ed on sluggish horses or ponies, seemed 
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quite content to let them plop around in 
a placid, sleepy fashion. In this regard 
the “C” who has more ambitious sort 
of mount has a decided advantage, but 
I am also happy to say that no “C” 
was over-mounted, as of course an erratic 
sort of horse is not suitable for a “C” 
anyway, and of no use in this sort of a 
training test. Many of the “C’s” did not 
make a circle where the test calls for it, 
but instead made a square, yet this sort 
of planning is not beyond a “C”, for the 
winner, with a very well ridden test was 
a ten year old. . . Louise Thompson from 
the London Hunt Branch and another 
who gave an impressive display was 9 
year old Michael Bunting on a big Thor- 
oughbred. In many cases transitions of 
pace, particularly if these were to be 
made near corners, were jerky, mostly I 
think because the riders didn’t think far 
enough ahead and found themselves on 
top of the letter at which the transition 
was to be made before planning about 
it, with the result that aids were applied 
too suddenly and too strongly. If we 
are to help the Pony Clubbers with Dres- 
sage we should try to get the “C” to use 
their legs properly and help them to see 
that to do so will give smoother and also 
more effective results. This was the great- 
est single fault of the C’s at the One Day 
Event. 

As a pony promoter I was very 
pleased to see that it was a pony that 
won the C Dressage and another pony 
that won the C stadium jumping, decided 
on time after the second jump-off and 
this latter pony also shared in the seven 
way tie for first in the C cross-country.

The Royal Windsor Horse Show was as 
popular as ever, with well-filled classes 
and plenty of spectators. Since its in- 
auguration during the war years, it has 
contributed over £7,000 to various chari- 
ties and it is the only Show at which Her 
Majesty the Queen has ever competed. 

Hunters, which are the most typically 
English of our horses, were judged by 
the Duke of Beaufort and Major Phipps- 
Hornby on the first day. 

As one studied the catalogue of entries 
in the heavyweight class, which proved 
to be one of the strongest classes in the 
Show, the question that came uppermost 
in one’s mind was, “Could the reigning 
champion, Mighty Atom, withstand the 
strong challenge of the younger horses 
matched against him on this occasion?” 

However, the horse never settled for 
his rider and refused to give even 
an average ride to either of the ex- 
perienced and capable judges of the 
class. Mr. Horace Smith, who has taught 


many famous horsemen to ride, was call-

The Grade “C” jumping competition 
aroused more interest than usual as it 
was used as a schooling exercise by our 
International team, who have been train- 
ing for the European Horse Trials at 
Windsor and also by the Australians who 
jumped some of their horses in this 
event.

It was sad to see a champion show 
horse end his career in such a manner. 
In my opinion a show horse should be 
fairly hunted in the winter as this us- 
ually helps to prevent him from becom- 
ing ring crafty, especially if he appears 
in numerous shows during the summer. 
The reserve champion, Earmark, is one 
of the only two horses to have taken 
Mighty Atom in the past four seasons. 

There was a strong contingent of small 
hunters for Lord Gowrie’s cup. Miss Ailsa 
Smith-Maxwell, whose father, Col. Smith- 
Maxwell, is the famous hunting corres- 
pondent of “The Field,” showed Mr.

Border Plate 

The First Troop Philadelphia City 
Cavalry held their Border Plate Hunter 
Trials at the Radnor Hunt on 16 April, 
1955. This marked the 19th time the 
large sliver trophy has been competed 
for since its inception in 1924 when Cap- 
tain Clement B. Wood and Honorary 
Cornet R. H. R Toland presented it to 
the Troop. The Plate established, as an 
annual event, a Troop race, and stemmed 
from a race held by the Troop at Fort 
Bliss, Texas, in 1917 when the organiza- 
tion was serving on the Mexican Border. 
In recent years a Point-to-Point has been 
held rather than a race, and it was de- 
cided to hold a Hunter Trial this year 
in order that more of the members might 
participate. 

The first class, for the Border Plate, 
was only open to members of the Troop, 
both Non-Active and Honorary, as well 
as Active. Non-Active Elkins Wetherill 
put in a really first class round on the 
ex-brush horse Adaptable to win the tro- 
phy. 

It was most gratifying to see that this 
Troop, the oldest Cavalry unit in the 
Country, and in fact the oldest continu- 
ously active military unit in the United 
States, still maintains its tradition of a 
love for the Horse even although today 
they are the merchanized reconnaissance 
Troop for the 28th Division.

Dear Sir: 

I am interested in airing one of my pet 
peeves in order to get a few comments 
from other people and perhaps eventual- 
ly seeing something done about it.

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ally; who are eager to go along with 
younger children, and who would like to 
hold down a summer “job” but who all 
turn down these camp offers rather than 
be classified as professionals when they 
come home in the fall. 

It seems to me that we are defeating our 
own purposes if something is not done 
to change this impossible situation. The 
youngsters who know what they are do- 
ing, because they have been properly and 
thoroughly trained over a long period of 
time, are being cut out of a golden op- 
portunity to enjoy using that knowledge 
—and the camps are being forced (in a 
hazardous sport) to put inexperienced and 
often wrongly trained (if at all) haphaz- 
ard “backyard” riders in charge of their 
children. Few career riding instructors 
can leave a business to do summer work 
in another location and the people who 
are taking these jobs are instilling me- 
thods that are outmoded, often incorrect 
and completely off the beam. Every fall 
I encounter products of this camp and 
scout camp type of cheap instruction—it 
is difficult to combat, correct and explain 
—_ or old fashioned taching to a small 
child. 

The N.S.G.W.S. Rating Centers all over 
the country, are doing a splendid thing 
(comparable to the swimming ratings), 
but to what end if those who do not wish 
to earn a living with the knowledge are 
penalized the minute they wish to impart 
it to others? The small] fees paid a jun- 
ior riding counselor (say $50.00 to $75.00) 
are hardly enough to cover traveling ex- 
penses and camp clothing for a summer. 

Why can’t we do something to ease this 
situation?

Glenangus Farm Plays 
Host to Horsemen at 
Annual Yearling Show 


Glenangus Farms, Bel Air, Maryland, 
on Sunday, May 29th played host to a 
turn-out of well over a hundred horse- 
men for their annual yearling show. 
This year’s parade of young stock was 
different from those in the past in that 
a number of foreign-foaled youngsters 
were numbers in the 37 yearlings shown. 

The program started off with the show- 
ing of the two Glenangus stallions, the 
syndicate owned *Sea Charger, by *Royal 
Charger, and the home-owned General 
Staff, by *Mahmoud. Both animals look- 
ed in top conditiom for the tail end of 
the breeding season with General Staff 
having furnished out into a most hand- 
some individual. ; 

Mr. MacPhail, in a “Godfrey-ish”, well 
modulated, casual manner, conducted his 
own party, giving the pedigree back- 
ground of each stallion—commenting 
that the 5-year-old *Sea Charger had this 
year been limited to 20 mares (40 some 
next season), while General Staff had a 
full book. His book included the like of 
Montpelier’s *Shipshape II (dam of Sara- 
toga, “hero” of the 1955 Preakness), 
Brookmeade Stable’s Little Rebel (dam 
of Bold), the farm owned *Plume II 
(beaten a head in the Epsom Oaks), and 
other top matrons, including 8 which 
were shipped out of Kentucky to Glen- 
angus. (This last certainly speaks volum- 
es for General Staff.) 

Later in the afternoon, by popular de- 
mand, several of the outstanding matrons 
at the farm were shown. These included 
the aforementioned mares *Plume II with 
foal by Palestine, *Shipshape II with un- 
identified chestnut foal, Glenangus 
Farm’s Pretty One (*Bull Dog—Irvana, 
by Blue Larkspur) with foal by General 
Staff and Islesborough (*Sir Gallahad IIT 
—White Lies, by John P. Grier) with foal 
by General Staff and the partnership (L. 
S. MacPhail & Harry Issacs) mare In the 
Purple (Burgoo King—Black Helen, by 
Black Toney) with foal by *Ardan. 

Moving on to the yearling filly barn 
from the stallions, Mr. Finney took over 
the announcing duties as 9 Maryland-bred 
fillies were led, one by one, around the 
huge circular flowerbed (marigolds in the 
maze and royal blue of the MacPhail 
racing silks) in the center of the court- 
yard. This group of fillies, led off by 
number 13 on the program, a lovely filly 
by Coaltown—Alibelle, by *Alibhai. were 
by the sires *Heliopolis, Occupy, Platter, 
*“Djeddah, *Noor, *Princequillo, and 
Grand Slam. 

Of special significance is the fact that 
apart from the imported foals and three 
which were bred in Kentucky, all of Glen- 
angus 1955 yearlings are Maryland-breds. 
Thus it can well be expected that these 
youngsters will be cutting a swath into 
the Maryland-bred racing picture in the 
years ahead. 

After the showing at the filly barn, the 
assemblage was invited to the lawn along 
side the broodmare barn where lawn 
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chairs and umbrellas had been set up 
ior the major portion of the program. 
mere, while first Mr. Finney and then 
mr. MacPhail delved into the salient 
points ot their pedigree, 22 yearlings (10 
lunports) and 6 fillies (2 imports) came 
verore the attention of the gathering. 
ine last 8 in this group were from tne 
lust crop ot General Staff, who stamps 
uis get in his own pattern—all of them 
being well grown, good boned, showy 
youngsters, a number even displaying 
markings to their sire. The rest of tne 
yearlings represented the best in blood 
irom Kngland, France, [reland and this 
country—Slue Peter, Abernant, Tehran, 
Nearco, Prince Bio, Wild Risk, ‘lourment, 
Ucarina, Panorama, Olympia, Roman, Jet 
rilot, *Nirgal, My Request, Case Ace, 
Vevil Diver, Rippey, *Norseman, and 
Honeyway. 

The concluding Thoroughbred was an 
orphaned colt foal by *Windy City li— 
Furbelow, by *Blenheim II, whose dam, 
a half-sister to Ace Card, dam of One 
Count, died of a twisted intestine. From 
tne appearance of this fellow, bottle feed- 
ing is certainly agreeing with him.

When a rider—known to you by repu- 
tation, or perhaps wholly unknown—en- 
ters a horse show ring and turns in a 
distinguished performance, it is but 
natural to have a healthy curiosity as to 
the background of that performance. Dis- 
tinguished performances do_ not just 
happen, either in the show ring or out 
of it. Natural and often inherited abil- 
itv, early training, family encouragement, 
sound instruction, a capacity for hard 
work—in what manner and to what ex- 
tent has each of these been present and 
contributed its part, 


Of all the brilliant women riders who 
today compete so ably in the jumpinz 
arena, none can quite match the out- 
standing record of Britain’s twenty-seven 
year old Pat Smythe. In Jump for Joy, 
Pat has told with charming simplicity 
and with the utmost frankness her story 
of triumph and tragedy, of hard work 
and of pleasant relaxation, of joy and of 
sorrow, all playing their part in her 
climb to the very pinnacle of success 
in her chosen field. 


Pat tells of a charming family life in- 
terrupted by wartime evacuation and 
then ended by the untimely death of her 
father; of the financial problems which 
followed; and of the simple guest home 
in the lovely Cotswold country by which 
l'at and her mother finally achieved some 
measure of financial stability. And 
through this story like a golden thread 
is the continuing interest in the training 
schooling and showing of jumpers, an 
interest which Pat clearly inherited from 
her mother and always shared with her 
And then, just when Pat was beginning 
to reap the rewards for all of the labors 
to which she and her mother had both 
contributed, we come to the tragic death 
of the mother who was so close to her 
and with whom she had so much in 
common 


If this were but a story, a work of 
fiction about an imaginary girl named 
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Pat, I think most of us would still find it 
interesting and easy reading and would 
recommend it on that score alone. But 
as horsemen we should find it doubly 
interesting for it seems to supply a thor- 
oughly convincing explanation of Pat 
Smythe’s success. Her jumping form, as 
indicated by the pictures in this book 
and elsewhere and we saw it when she 
visited the United States in 1953, certain- 
ly does not account for her success. I 
suggest that there are many of her com- 
petitors whose technique is as good or 
better. It is not the ownership of ex- 
ceptional and high priced horses. Her 
two most famous horses were each pur- 
chased at a cost of £150. What she does 
seem to possess is a sense of balance that 
is both natural and highly developed. 
And is this not attributable to years of 
work without stirrups. Her story brings 
out again and again her affection and 
sympathy for her horses. Does this not 
account for her success with horses 
which in other hands were but indifferent 
performers? And finally her story reveals 
again and again her capacity for hard 
work and her infinite capacity for taking 
pains. These, in combination with her 
sympathy and tact, are surely the ex- 
planation for her success as a trainer. 
Just as Britain’s battles have been said 
to have been won on the playing fields 
of Eton and Harrow, so Pat Smythe'’s 
were won long before she entered the 
jumping arenas of Antwerp or Nice or 
Rome. For Pat has been always the 
trainer of her own horses. 

When an outstanding athlete suddenly 
appears as an author, one is tempted to 
ask to what extent the words are those 
of the person who is nominally the au- 
thor and to what extent they are really 
those of that elusive person the ghosi 
author. Pat Smythe may or may not 
have had any professional assistance in 
putting her story on paper. I do not 
know, and I do not particularly care, for 
throughout the book one has to an as- 
tonishing extent the feeling that this is 
really Pat Smythe telling very simply, 
very frankly and very directly her own 
personal story. —W.S.F.

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THE WILD-HORSE TRAP by 
Dale White, Illustrated by Rich- 
ard Bennett.

The Wild-Horse Trap by Dale White is 
a rollicking good horse-adventure story 
of a young boy in the 1880’s working on 
a Thoroughbred horse ranch in Montana. 
Both boys and girls from the age of 10 
up should enjoy the fast-moving mystery 
that involves robbery, rustling and even 
murder. It is a happy combination of 
a Kentucky Thoroughbred racing and 
breeding stable, complete with a Ken- 
tucky Colonel-type owner and a revered 
old colored man, and a Montana environ- 
ment with the Virginia City gold rush,

horse thieves, and mail-coach robberies. 

There are good descriptions of some 
racing, and the author tries to impart 
some knowledge on the care and hand- 
ling of a Thoroughbred horse, as against 
the rough, range-bred horses native to 
Montana. The plot is good and fairly 
logical, and carries along an interesting 
and exciting suspense, and of course, 
ends happily and in a blaze of glory for 
our hero. 

Though not as informative as the book 
has an opportunity to be quite painlessly, 
it nevertheless does not convey any dras- 
ticly wrong impressioons of either horses 
or the far west of that period. Young 
readers should find it good, sound, thor- 
ougly enjoyable reading. E.B.C.

Zhenya Gay has written and illustrat- 
ed a charming little book on the life of 
of a new-born foal, for the youngster who 
likes to be read to or who is just start- 
ing to read.

The charcoal drawings are done with 
great understanding, technique and ac- 
curacy. They start with the young foal 
lving in the straw of his mother’s stall 
just after he was born, and then getting 
up on his wobbly legs to learn to nurse. 
They go on through his adventures going 
out into a paddock for the first time, en- 
countering a rabbit and a woodchuck, be 
ing caught in a thunderstorm, learning 
to buck and play and run, and finally be- 
ing turned into a big paddock where 
— are other young horses his own age 
to play with. 

Any child should love the delightful 
drawings in Wonderful Things! and it 

should ‘help them to appreciate 7 lives 
of animals. — E. B. C.

The last Saturday of the season, Feb. 
26, was one of the greatest days of fox- 
hunting we’ve had with the Essex. 
Hounds found five foxes, accounted for 
four of them and ran one for four hours 
and 10 minutes. 

It was a cloudy, damp, mild day. The 
going was very heavy, there being al- 
most no frost left in the ground in the 
open country, though there was still 
ice in the coverts and in protected places 
in the mountains. A field of some 60 
persons moved off from the meet at the 
Hunt Club at 12: four stayed with the 
Huntsman and Whipper-in till darkness 
made it impossible to go on. 

The first fox was started in the Club 
covert about 15 minutes after leaving 
the meet. He ran straight back through 
the Frank Johnson’s and went in near 
the Reginald Rives’ house for a short, 
fast burst. The second. probably a vix- 
en, would not leave the Pierrepont 
covert, where it was found. and went to 
earth speedily below the Pierrepont 
swimming pool. The third. a good red, 
gave us a very fast run of some 25 min- 
utes. 

He came out of the Fossbinders’ 
woods, ran down through Hamilton Farms 
almost to the Pottersville-Gladstone 
Road, then bore left-handed through a 
heavy covert and on to the edge of the 
Club covert. Hounds flew on to the 
Johnson line fence, circled righthanded 
across the dirt road, and through Andy 
Foyler’s pastures and woods into the big 
grass field across from the Cuttings’ 
apple orchard. There the fox was view- 
ed about a hundred vards ahead of 
hounds. He barely made it to the earth 
at the foot of the bank near the Cut- 
tings’ house 


Hounds were lifted over to the neigh- 
boring Zulke covert where. at 20 minutes 
of three, they picked up the fox that 


gave us the great run. He was obvious- 
ly reluctant to leave the covert and kept 
circling, but after ten minutes of hard 
work hounds drove him out on the north 
side. 

Having decided to travel. our fox put 
his heart into the job He went west 
toward the Pottersville-Lamington Road, 
then turned north and ran parallel to it, 
crossed the Pottersville-Gladstone Road 
like the wind and flitted on over two 
mountains and almost to Chester for a 
five mile point before he turned. Making 
a wide circle around the Tuckerman 
place he started back, interrupted his 
journey to make another big loop to the 
east, then went on south again toward 
Pottersville. He recrossed the Potters- 
ville-Gladstone Road at about the same 
place, and continued south and west to 
the Pottersville-Lamington Road, where 
hounds checked for the first time. After 
a short cast, Target spoke on the road 
and off they went, slowly. all noses down, 
across the road and along the Black 
River for a few hundred vards before 
recrossing the road. 


Here, suddenly, the fox was viewed, 
black with mud and bearing left-handed 
up through the Brady grass fields. What 
had been for the past 10 or 15 minutes 
a fairly slow hound-hunt now became a 
screaming sight chase. Straight up into 
the Zulke covert went the hounds, and 
out the other side. There. like a flock 
of birds, though barely discernible in 


the growing dusk, they swooped left- 
handed, then right-handed in an S curve, 
turning north at the Fales’ house, crossed 
the Pottersville-Gladstone Road and for 
the second time roared off into the moun- 
tains. 

It was 6:10, and night was upon us. 
Those who had stayed with hounds— 
Joint-Master Jill Slater, Huntsman Bus- 
ter Chadhill, Whipper-in Jimmy Kelly, 
Carol and Jack McNamara and vour cor- 
respondent, pulled up in the Fales’ drive 
on our tired horses and listened with 
sinking hearts as the music faded away. 

The last three headed for home. and 
the end of the story was obtained later 
from Jil! Slater. 

Having called from the Fales’ for vans 
and cars, Jill and Buster, the Huntsman, 
were waiting at about the place where 
we had left them, when all at once they 
heard hounds coming back (but not all 


the way back) sounding as if they'd 
swung down toward Pottersville. The 


vans and cars arrived and for some five 
minutes they were busy loading horses, 
pausing to listen frequently but at this 
point hearing nothing. They drove up 
toward Hacklebarney on the dirt road 
past the Ballentines’ house, got out and 
listened again. To their amazement 
they heard hounds quite close. It sound- 
ed as if they had killed. Plunging thr- 
ough the heavy undergrowth with the 
aid of flashlights they found hounds in 
a thicket. It was indeed a kill. But the 
corpse was that of a grey, not a red fox. 

The time was now 7:15 p. m. 

By piecing together what they had 
heard and the timing thereof. the con- 
clusion was that when hounds had been 
heard coming back, they were running 
their red fox into a swamp on the south 
side of the first mountain, which lies 
north of the Pottersville-Gladstone Road, 
where they lost him. This was during 
the short time when no one could hear 
anything. Immediately, afterwards how- 
ever, hounds must have picked up the 
grey. 

Our calculations thus made it a four 
hour and 10 minute run on the fourth 
red fox of the day, and a 20 minute run 
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on the grey. Hounds were so tired they 
had to be hauled, and in some cases 
carried, up to the van on the road. 


It was notable—and something to 
warm a huntsman’s heart—that a first- 
season bitch, Worship (out of Weasel by 
Ranner—Ranner being a litter-mate of 
that good Essex show hound, Rowdy) 
distinguished herself by working out the 
line through most of this terrific run, 
and particularly in the difficult spots on 
the first circle around the Tuckermans’ 
and on the return tirp over the two 
mountains. 


Monday, Feb. 28—the last day of the 
Essex season—was also a fine fox-hunt, 
but in contrast to Saturday was almost 
all in what is normally our best gallop- 
ing and jumping country. With the go- 
ing as deep as it has ever been in any 
season at anytime,and, conversely is 
often the case—with scenting conditions 
well-nigh perfect, hounds simply flew 
and horses were taxed to their utmost to 
keep in touch.- 

The day was fair and mild and the 
meet at Cutting Corners at 12 comprised 
some 45 persons, a much larger field 
than has been usual on Mondays, since 
several working men and women for- 
sook their desks to take advantage of 
the last day with hounds. None of them 
regretted it. 

After finding in the Milnor covert and 
putting the fox in almost at once, hounds 
picked up a good pilot in the Cowperth- 
waite cattle fields. He made two large 
circles, ran out through the Milnor 
covert, across Mrs. K. B. Schley’s grass 
fields and over to the Burnt Mills Road, 
which he crossed, going on into the P. 
B. Hofmanns’ and down to the river 
bottom. There the field pulled up for 
a welcome breather while hounds push- 
ed their quarry through the heavy covert 
along the river. He turned and was view- 
ed away across the bottom and back in- 
to Hofmann’s. Going through that thick 
country without any turnings, he cross- 
ed the Rattlesnake Bridge Road, went 


up through Mrs. Schley’s woods and to 
earth on the river bank almost opposite

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THE FOX iS THE BEST FRIEND 
OF QUAIL & RABBITS 

(Editor’s Note: The following appears 
on Page 3 of the April 15 issue of “West 
Virginia Fish and Game”, published by 
the Conservation Commission of West 
Virginia.) 

Which do you suppose a rabbit fears 
more, a fox or a mouse? Strange as it 
may seem, it’s the mouse. Rats and mice 
probably destroy more young quail and 
rabbits before they ever leave the nest 
than the foxes eat in a lifetime. 


While the quail or rabbit may shiver 
in his tracks as ole Br’er Fox tramps 
about his bushpile, the future of rabbits 
and quail alike may well depend upon 
the fox for their survival 


Herbert Stoddard, probably the best 
known quail researcher in the country, 
was hired by a group of sportsmen in 
Georgia to give them better quail hunting 
at any cost, and he set out to do just 
that. Quite naturally, he ordered the 
total extermination of the quail’s natural 
enemies—foxes, hawks, owls and other 
varmints. Result?—Where there had 
been fair quail numbers. the birds com- 
pletely disappeared 


Doubt it? Don’t! Stoddard found that 
rats and mice, instead of quail, had been 
making up the chief food item on the 
foxes and other predator’s diet, and when 
the predators went. so went the quail, 
for the rats and mice soon over ran the 
fields and woods as they multiplied un- 
checked. Everything in the nest was 
eaten 

Back came the predators. and up went 
the quail populations. Sportsmen know 
today that rats take a tremendous toll of 
quail and young rabbits in the nest and 
eat just about everything available if 
left unchecked. Foxes, and everything 
else that eats rabbits and quail, general- 
ly feed on small rodents also, and it just 
depends which the predator can get at 
more readily—the rats or the rabbits. If 
the rabbit’s food and cover is good, the 
number will ordinarily increase despite 
foxes or what have you, and conversely, 
the numbers will go down as the cover 
and food decreases despite a shortage or 
abundance of foxes and other predators.

If we wipe out the fox and the rabbit 
in Ontario, then we may as well hang up 
our guns, for our hunting days will be 
over. Thus, in the defence of much 
maligned Br’er Fox, speaks Lake Huron 
District Forester I. C. Marrit, Hespeler, 
of the Department of Lands and Forests. 

Ever since the fox became numerous 
in the southern counties of Ontario hunt- 
ers have tried to annihilate him because, 
it is said, he is ruining our hunting, Jack 
rabbits and pheasants have become less 
abundant. The reason given by most 
sportsmen is one word—FOX. 

A few years ago, pheasants, rabbit and 
duck hunting were excellent; today the 
duck hunting on public grounds lasts 
only a few short hours. Why? Surely 





we cannot blame the fox for our poor 
duck population? 

Ducks could be found in most stubble 
fields a few years ago and many young 
broods were observed on the numerous 
ponds in this district. Today, most of 
these marshes and ponds have been 
drained to provide more growing land. 


In recent years, jack rabbits were 
plentiful and jack drives were formed 
to reduce the population. Reports of 
jack rabbit damage in orchards were 
frequent. Jack rabbit hunting in this 
period was never better. Now their 
numbers are much reduced, damage re- 
ports are only occasional and the hunting 
is poor. The fox is blamed—. It couldn't 
perhaps, be the jack rabbit drives which 
have become so popular? 


Jack rabbit drives are being organiz- 
ed still, on the average of one a day, 
with anywhere from 30 to 70 men taking 
part. If a jack rabbit is seen, he seldom 
escapes. The fox is blamed, too, for the 
few cotiontail rabbits in some areas. If 
the truth were known, the number of 
cottontail killed by fox is probably only 
a fraction of the number killed on the 
roads by cars. The chief food of the 
fox is mice and he is given very little 
credit for the good he does. 

So you think the fox should be exter- 


minated? Do you think that rabbits sho- 
uld be cleaned from the fields by men 
who herd them into one corner and 
slaughter them? Or are we so-called 
sportsmen sporting enough to give our 
game a chance for survival in return for 
what they give us? Remember, it is man, 
not fox, that unbalances nature.

her house. This was a run of 40 minutes 
and as fast as horses could gallop con- 
sidering the going. 


Casting back into Hofmanns’, where 
another red had been viewed on our first 
trip through that terrain hounds picked 
him up and gave us a sensational run. 
He started off very much as the previ- 
ous one had finished, crossing the Rattle- 
snake Bridge Road and going on up thr- 
ough Mrs. Schley’s covert. Swinging 
right-handed he took us down to the 
river (the North Branch of the Raritan 
River), crossed it at Mrs. Schley’s house, 
flew on past her stable, then turned left- 
handed down through the Moseleys’, 
where he crossed the river again. On 
reaching the opposite bank, he stretched 
his neck and took off in a straight line 
past the Webster Todd’s and almost to 
Oldwick. In a field near the Oldwick- 
Lamington Road, he made a hairpin turn 
still at full speed, and hounds, close on 
his heels, roared back through the Heat- 
ons’, through the Pidcock covert and 
down into the Ogden Whites’ farm, 
where they put their fox in on the bank 
of the creek behind the barns at 4:15. 
A run of one hour and 20 minutes with 
no checks and as fast as any on the rec- 
ords, all through terrific mud. 


It was a perfect finish for a great sea- 
son. Only one day had been missed (and 
that because of a blizzard) since the be- 
ginning of cubbing on August 14.
